CANISTER, TANK TYPES 


One of the most reasonably- 
priced canister cleaners with excel- 
lent convenience features is the 
Eureka. Even at full list price it 
is $20-$30 less than many other 
national. brands. The Lewyt is 
another well-made canister type, 
with a dust-protected motor. It 
costs more than Eureka but many 
dealers cut prices on it. 

In tank types, Hoover is one of 
the most powerful, with a full 


jhorsepower motor, and is sturdy 
and convenient, to use. However, 


it is one of most expensive. At a 
lower price, the Hamilton Beach 
is well made and,is outstandingly 
convenient in use because of its 
swivel wheels. Electrolux is an- 
other well-made machine with a 
powerful motor but is sold house 
to house and discounts are hard 
to get on it. Apex is another pow- 
erful machine with a dust-pro- 
tected motor, at a medium price. 

For light duty in a small home 
where there may be little storage 
space, one of the most convenient) 
low-priced cleaners is the Regina 
Elektrikbroom, It weighs only 614} 
pounds and you hang it in a} 
closet like a broom.

It is the responsibility of every 
parent to discard or repair broken 
toys and dangerous playthings that 
can be potentially as threatening 
to children as forbidden adult 
weapons, according to the Institute 
for Safer Living of the American 


Mutual Liability Insurance Com-|, 


pany. 


With brand new toys in stores 
for children at Christa, 
out toy chests now will be easier 
and less noticeable, parents are ad- 
vised. It is suggested they look for 
and discard such things as broken 
plastic or wooden toys and rusted 
tin ones with sharp edges, un- 
wound metal springs, sticks on bal- 
loons and broken watercolor brush 
handles. Other items the institute 
recommends for the discard list 
are unusued, broken garden and 
household tools children may have 
been playing with, chipped or bro- 
ken marbles and readily flamma- 
ble “dress up clothes.” 

Sentimental attachments to fa- 
vorite playthings “must be ignored 
when the child’s safety is at stake,” 
the institute holds. 


Customer Just 
Carries a Key 


A patent on an elaborate auto- 
matic store, invented by the late 
Clarence Saunders, was issued to 
his assignee, Automatic Systems 
Corporation, Memphis, Tenn. Mr. 
Saunders was the inventor of the 
Piggly Wiggly, Keedoozle and oth- 
er merchandising systems. 


The present invention covers the 
automatic listing of articles and 
prices, automatic addition of the 
customer’s bill, and the automatic 
counting and dispensing of mer- 
chandise. The customer carries 
only a “key” on which the names 
of the commodities and the prices 
are printed as he makes his selec- 
tions. 

The articles are sent along on 
conveyors to the cashier’s desk. 
The system is intended not only 
for food stores but also for whole- 
sale houses, mail order companies

Why Babies Die 


Motion pictures taken with 
X-rays at the moment of birth of 
laboratory animals suggest that 
usual obstretical practices may 
contribute to high human infant 
death rates in the first day of life. 


The first of these pictures were 
just made in England by photo- 
graphing images on a fluorescope. 

The picture suggests that placing 
infants above the level of the 
mother, while the umbilical cord 
is still intact, may drain blood 
from the new-born infant’s body 
when it is most needed—at the 
moment the baby gasps for breath 
and blood spurts into the lungs.

FOOLISH QUERIES 
FLUNG AT JOBLESS 


Editor, Labor Journal: 


In your Opinions column of De- 
cember 18 C. C. Cluff endeavors to 
point out (only) one of the com- 
plicating and annoying wrinkles 
that cause so much embarrassment 
to the jobless man applying for 
and or receiving unemployment 
insurance.

A booklet is issued and avail- 
able at all branch offices of the 
State Employment Service to all 
and sundry. However, I have yet 
to find any layman who can read 
it and understand all that it is 
Meant to imply. 


True, a man knows he has a 
seven-day waiting period within 
his beneficiary year. Then comes 
the puzzle, the base period, what 
and how it is computed. 


It states if the earnings are} 
$850 for two quarters the benefici-| 
ary is entitled to 26 weeks bene- 
fit of $25 per week, yet should 
he be unfortunate enough to have| 
had a low earning power less the 
$1800 over the four quarters he| 
will get the $25 per week all right, | 
but not for the 26 weeks. | 


Another puzzle: it states should| 
& person be unemployed by sick- 
ness or accident he shall be en- 
titled to $30 per week for not ex- 
ceeding 26 weeks and such shall 
not interfere with the unemploy- 
Ment benefits. Unless I am wrong- 
ly informed such is not the case. 
A very close friend of mine was 
so unfortunate as to have reason 
to collect on both in one year. A 
week ago he went to collect what 
he thought he was entitled to un- 
der unemployment insurance but 
was informed that he had over- 
drawn by $50, which he must pay 
back at once, though he had not 
drawn on either nearly the 26 
weeks he was entitled to. 

Now as to the questions set up 
to be answered weekly under this 
newly installed system, to a union 
man they are the most ridiculous| 
-and embarrassing questions that 
were ever invented. What man 
today earns less than $75 per week, 
and would forfeit that week's! 
wages, were it available, for $25 
per week, which one is made to 
accept with a feeling of charity! 
and embarrassment? 

Here’s an open suggestion that 
I think would be acceptable to all! 
workers: pay the 1% tax from the! 
employee’s wage check, and take} 
the stigma away of being reminded, 
that the employers pay the unem- 
ployment insurance. One _ could) 
then feel some pride in both cover- 
ing his own insurance and re- 
ceiving benefits according to his 
or her contribution. It should 
eliminate a lot of foolish questions 
and save a lot of paper work and 
red tape. 

Or perhaps better still estab- 
lish both unemployment and sick 
insurance on the same basis as 
Federal Old Age Insurance, I'll 
guarantee there would not be an 
unpaid amount of $5,000,000 as re- 
cently reported owing by the em-| 
ployers to the unemployment in- 
surance fund.

REAL STITCH-IN-TIME NEEDED 


Sam Dawson, Associated Press financial writer, says that 
if 1954 is to be a prosperous year, some leading company 
‘officials, maintain it is necessary “to take a stitch-in-time 
inow. Dawson continues: 

“The stitch-in-time is the explanation a number are giving for 
the layoffs, production cuts, and inventory cutting that has been 
spreading through a number of industries of late.” 

Colin Clark, a distinguished English economist, wrote in 
the Manchester Guardian something on this very subject. 
Jeffery Cohelan, Milk Drivers 302, now in England, sent us 
a clipping containing Clark's comments on the current situa-| 
tion in America. Said Clark: 

“Once everybody is engaged on cutting back inventory because 
his sales have fallen, we are involved in a process which goes on 
and on of its own accord until the economy has fallen to an ex- 
tremely low level. And once such a chain reaction has got going 
it is extremely difficult to stop it.” 

Clark, basing his predictions on a study of how things 
went before the 1929 crash, as well as on analysis of later 
economic developments, adds: 

“It is common ground among American economists that some 
decline in American business activity is now to be expected, What 
appears... is that the decline, once started, is going to accel- 
erate... The indications are that by the middle of 1954 unemploy- 
ment and similar measures of business activity will again be at 
about the 1949 level... the lowest level of business activity during 
the last decade ,.. But on the previous occasion business began 
to pick up again, early in 1950, before the Korean War was thought 
of.

The offficiai record shows that 
on six key Social Security votes 
since 1929, Curtis has voted in| 
favor of Social Security ONE 
time has voted against it 
FIVE times. 

His first vote on Social Security, 
was in June of 1939. Curtis ac- 
tually did vote in favor of the} 
amendments, but the record shows) 
that only four members of the} 
entire Congress voted otherwise. 
Curtis was just one of the mob. 


In July 1946, Curtis voted against 
basic amendments to the Railroad 
Retirement Act. In April 1948 he 
voted against improving Social Se-! 
curity by supporting an amend-| 
ment which deprived three-quar- 
ters of a million people of its bene- 
fits. In 1950 he restored to a fami- 
liar dodge—he supported liberaliz-! 
ing amendments, but when the 
critical vote came up Curtis voted 
to kill the amendments by recom-| 
mitting the bill. In the last Con-! 
gress there were two key Social 
Security votes. They proposed to 
aid the physically handicapped, to 
aid the blind, to increase payments| 
for aged, blind and dependent| 
children.
